The U S Congress last wk voted 
$50 million for Yugoslav famine re- 
lief ($38 million in a new appro- 
priation; $12 million from  unex- 
pended Marshall Plan _ funds.) 
There is little question as to the 
need. However, Yugoslav plight 
traces in some degree to agrarian 
revolt. Farmers say Tito confis- 
cates crops, so they are reluctant 
to plant. 

U S aid stems from the fact 
that Tiro has broken with Mos- 
cow, and “any enemy of STALIN is 
a friend our ours.” Nevertheless, 
Sen McCLeELLAN, of Ark, is quite 
accurate in pointing out that “this 
is just another attempt to coddle 
a dictator.” 

It might be apropos to observe 
that Archbishop STEPINAc and sev- 
veral hundred Roman _ Catholic 
priests remain political prisoners 
in Yugoslavia, as Tito and the 
Vatican negotiate. It would seem 
that our Christian nation might 
have taken this appropriate op- 
portunity to further the cause of 
freedom. Our gift could have been 
conditioned upon the release of 
STepinac and his aids, with a 
pledge to abandon religious perse- 
cution. Trro, already in a precar- 
ious spot with the Croats, could 
hardly refuse to modify his relig- 
ious and economic poticies. 

Will we ever learn to tie strings 
to our dollars—and pull those 
strings effectively to further our 
political and social concepts?
